MINISTRY 

No. 1908, dated 12th Nov. 1956. — An examination 
for selection of candidates for entry into the Air Force 
College for the 75th G. D. (Pilots) Course commenc- 
ing in January 1958 will be held by the Union Public 
Service Commission at Allahabad, Bombay, Calcutta, 
Delhi, Ludhiana, Madras, Nagpur, Patna, Shillong and 
Srinagar sometime in May, 1957. 

2. Admission to the I Air Force College will be made 
on the results of a written examination to be con- 
ducted by the Union Public Service Commission and 
an interview by the Air Force Selection Board. 

3. The number of vacancies to be offered on the 
results of this examination will be THIRTY-FIVE. 
This is only a provisional number and is liable to 
alteration. 

Note. — Candidates who hav e applied for the Exami- 
nation for admission to the Military College or for 
the Indian Navy Examination for admission as Special 
Entry Cadets into the Indian Navy, or for the National 
Defence Academy Examination for admission to the 
National Defence Academy, must exercise their Anal 
option before admission to the Air .force College, n 
finally selected. After admission they will be con- 
sidered neither for admission to the Military College 
nor for the Navy nor for the National Defence 
Academy. 

4. A candidate must be an unmarried male and 
must either be:— 

(a) a citizen of India, or 

(b) a subject of Sikkim, or 

(c) a person who has migrated from Pakistan with 
the Intention of permanently settling down in 
India, or 

(d) a subject of Nepal or of a Portuguese or a 
former French Posession in India. 

Note 1. — The appointment of candidates In categories 
(c) and (d) above will be subject to the issue of 
Certificate of eligibility in their favour by the Govern- 
ment of India. Candidates may, however, appear In 
the i.A.F. Examination even before the Issue of eligi- 
bility certificate. Certificates of eligibility will not 
however be necessary in the cas#.-of candidates belong- 
ing to any of the following categories: — - 

(1) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan 
before 19th July 1948 and have ordinary been 
resident in India since then, 

(2) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan 
after 18th July 1948 but before 30th September 
1948 and had got themselves registered a s 
citizens within the time allowed, 

(3) Gurkha subjects of Nepal. 

(4) Non-citizens who entered service under the 
Union before the commencement of the 
Constitution, viz., 26th January, 1950, and who 
have continued in such service since then. Any 
such persons who re-entered or may re-enter 
such service with a break after the 26th 
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January, 1950, will however require certificates 
of eligibility in the usual way. 

Note 2— A widower or a person who has divorced 
his wife cannot b e treated as an unmarried male for 
the purpose of the above rule. 

5. Candidates should be medically fit in all respects 
for service in any part of the world. The standards 
of medical fitness are shown in Appendix I. 

Note. — A number of qualified candidates are reject- 
ed subsequently on medical grounds. Candidates are, 
therefore, advised in their own interest to get them- 
selves medically examined before applying, to avoid 
disappointment at the final stage 

6. Candidates must undertake not to marry until 
they complete their full training. A candidate who 
marries subsequent to the date of his application, 
though successful at this or any subsequent examina- 
tion will not be selected for training, and a candidate 
who marries whilBt under training shall be discharged 
and will be liable to refund all expenditure Incurred 
on him by the Government. Commissioner Officers of 
the General Duties (Pilots) Branch of the Indian Air 
Force will not be eligible for allotment of married 
accommodation before they complete a minimum of 
three years’ service, or before they attain the age of 
25, whichever is earlier, 

7. Candidates for admission to the examination must 
have been bom not earlier than the 4th January 1937 
and not later than 3rd July 1940, 

The prescribed age limits can In no case be relaxed. 

8. Candidates must have passed one of the following 
examinations or possess one of the following certi- 
ficates: — 

(a) the Matriculation Examination of a recognised 
Indian University; 

(b) an examination accepted by any such Uni- 
versity as equivalent to Matriculation Exami- 
nation for the purpose of admission to ft 
university course; 

(c) an examination held by a State Education 
Board at the end of the Secondary School 
Course for the award of a School Leaving, 
Secondary School, High School or any other 
Certificate which is acepted by the Govern- 
ment of that State as equivalent to Matricula- 
tion Certificate for entry into its services; 

(d) the Cambridge School Certificate Examina- 
tion; 

(e) any other examination which may from time 
to time be recognised by the Union Public Ser- 
vice Commission as equivalent to the above; 

(f) the Indian Army Special Certificate of Educa- 
tion; 

(g) the fallowing French examinations of Pondi- 
cherry:— (i) ‘Brevet Elementalre’; (11) 'Brevet 
d’ Enseignement Prlmaire de Langue Indienne’* 
(ill) ‘Brevet D’etudes du Premier Cycle’; (iv) 
Brevet Denselgnment Primaire Superieur de 
langue Indienne'; and (v) ’Brevet de Langue 
Indienne (Vernacular)’; 
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(h) the Higher Educational Test of the Indian 
Navy; 

(i) Tenth Class Certificate from the Technical 

Higher Secondary School of the Delhi Poly- 
technic; 

(J) Tenth Class Certificate from a Higher Secon- 
dary School in Delhl/Simla; 

(k) Junior examination of the Jamia Milla Islamla, 
Delhi, in the case of bona fide resident students 
of the Jamia only; 

(l) Bengal (Science) School Certificate; 

(m) the Anglo-Vernacular School Leaving Certi- 
ficate (Burma) with eligibility for University 
Course; 

(n) The Burma High School Final Examination 

Certificate with eligibility for University 

Course; 

(o) European High School Examination held by 
the State Governments; 

(p) Ceylon Senior School Certificate Examination; 

(q) School Leaving Certificate Examination of the 
Government of Nepal; 

(r) T.S. ‘‘Dufllerin” Final Passing out Certificate; 

(s) Post-War School Leaving Certificate of Burma; 

(t) Certificate granted by the East Bengal Secon- 
dary Education Board, Dacca; 

(u) Advanced Class (Indian Navy) Examination; 

(v) Vldyadhikari diploma of Gurukul University, 
Kangri, Hardwar; 

(w) Adhikari diploma of Gurukul University, 
Brindaban. 

Note (i). — In the case of Cadtes of the Sainik School 
a certificate from the Principal to the effect that the 
Cadet has reached the “Matriculation Pass’’ standard 
of education will be accepted. 

Note (it). — Candidates who have appeared or intend 
to appear at any of the above examinations may also 
apply for admission to this examination. Their appli- 
cations will be accepted provisionally and they will 
be required to furnish proof of their having passed 
that examination as soon as possible and in any case 
not later than the 23rd November, 1957; otherwise 
aandldature will be cancelled. 

9. Candidates wh 0 were admitted to an earlier 
course at the National Defence Academy (formerly 
Joint Services Wing) /Military College (formerly Mili- 
tary Wing) /Air Force College (formerly Air Ferc e 
Academy) or Naval Training Establishments, but were 
removed therefrom on disciplinary grounds or for 
permanent medical unfitness or for lack of officer-like- 
qualitles will not be admitted to this examination. 

10. A candidate must satisfy the Union Public Service 
Commission and the appointing authority that he is 
suitable in all respects for admission to the Air Force 
College. 

11. The decision of the Union Public Service Com- 
mission as to the eligibility or otherwise of a candi- 
date for admission to the examination shall be final. 

12. A candidate found guilty of impersonation or of 
submitting fabricated documents or documents which 
have been tampered with or of making statements 
which are incorrect or false or suppressing material 
Information or of using or attempting to use unfair 
means In the examination hall or otherwise resorting 
to any other Irregular or Improper means for obtaining 
admission to the examination may. in addition to 
rendering himself liable to a criminal prosecution, be 
debarred either permanently or for a specified period : — 

(a) by the Commission from admission to any 
examination or appearance at any interview 
held by the Commission for selection of candi- 
dates; and 

(b) by the Central Government from employment 
under the Government. 

13. No candidate shall be admitted to the examina- 
tion unless he holds a certificate of admission from the 
Union Public Service Commission. 

14. Any attempt on the part of a candidate to Obtain 
support for his candidature by any means may dis- 
qualify him for admission. 

15. The maximum number of candidates to be 
admitted to the examination may at the discretion of 
the Commission be limited to such number as H 10 
Commission may decide. If a limit Is imposed and the 
number of candidates exceeds that limit, the Union 


Public Service Commission shall select from among 
the applicants those who shall be admitted to the exa- 
mination and shall have regard in so doing to the suit- 
ability of the applicants for admission to the Air Force 
College. 

16. The examination will be conducted by the Com- 
mission in the manner prescribed In Appendix H to the 
Notification. 

17. Candidates must pay the fees prescribed In 
Appendix III. No olaim for a refund of these fees will 
oidmarily be entertained except to the extent stated 
in the Appendix, nor can they be held in reserve for 
any other examination or selection. 

18. (a) The Union Public Service Commission shall 
prepare a list of candidates in order of merit as 
disclosed by the aggregate marks awarded to each 
candidate at the written examination. The candidates, 
who obtain minimum quaiiiying marks in the written 
examination, shall appear before the Air Force Selec- 
tion Board for Pilot Aptitude tests and Officer Poten- 
tialities test. The maximum marks obtainable at these 
tests are 9UU, candidates who obtain minimum quali- 
fying marks separately in Pilot Aptitude tests and 
Officer Potentialities test will be further subjected to 
a Physical Endurance test, details of which are given 
in Appendix IV and for which there will be a maxi- 
mum of 200 marks. To be acceptable, candidates 
should secure minimum qualifying marks separately in 
( 1 ) written examination (ii) Pilot Aptitude Tests (ill) 
Officer Potentialities test and (iv) Physical Endurance 
test. Subject to these conditions, the qualified candi- 
dates will be placed in the order of merit on the basis 
of total marks secured. The final selection for admis- 
sion to the Air Force College wilt be made in order of 
merit subject t 0 meuical fitness and number of vacan- 
cies available. 

Note L— Those candidates who do not obtain mini- 
mum Pilot Aptitude grade will not be given further 
tests at the Air Force Selection Board. 

Note II. — Candidates will b e given Pilot Aptitude 
test only once. The grade secured at the first appear- 
ance before the Air Force Selection Board whether for 
National Defence Academy or for Air Force College, 
wiil therefore hold good for subsequent interviews with 
the Air Force Selection Board. A candidate who fads 
in the first Pilot Aptitude test wifi, not be permitted to 
apply for subsequent examinations for selection to G.D. 
(miots) Branch. 

[Candidates who have been previously rejected for 
the Air Force and would like to know their Pilot 
Aptitude tests result may apply to Personnel Officers 
(3 j. Air Headquarters, New Delhi-11], 

(b) Candidates will appear before the Air Force 
Selection Board, and undergo the tests thereat, at their 
own risk and will not be entitled to claim any com- 
pensation or other relief from Government In respect 
of any Injury which they may sustain in the course of 
or as a result of any of the tests given to them at the 
Air Force Selection Board, whether due to the negli- 
gence of any person or otherwise. Candidates will be 
required to sign a certificate to this effect on the form 
appended to the application. In the case of candidates 
who are minors, the required certificate must be signed 
by their parents or guardians in the form prescribed. 

19. Candidates finally selected for the Indian Air 
Force will be admitted to the Air Force College and 
undergo training for a period of 18 months approxi- 
mately. This period is subject to change. 

20. On successful completion of training, candidates 
wifi be granted Commission in the Indian Air Force 
and wifi be eligible for permanent Commissions on 
probation subject .to tne availability of vacancies and 
the rules then in force. 

21. Candidates finally selected for training at the Air 
Force College wifi be required to deposit the following 
amounts with the Officer Commanding, Air Force 
College, when they report for training: —

22. While the cost of training Including accommoda- 
tion, books, uniforms, boarding and medical treatment 
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will be borne by Government, candidates will be 
expected to meet their pocket expenses themselves. 
The expenses at the College are NOT likely to exceed 
Rs. 40 per month. If a cadet’s parent or guardian is 
unable to meet, wholly or partly, even this expenditure, 
financial assistance may be granted by the Government 
upto a maximum of Rs. 40 per month. No cadet whose 
parent or guardian has an income of Rs. 300 per 
mensem or above would be eligible for the grant of 
the financial assistance. 

A candidate desirous of having any financial assist- 
ance should immediately after being finally selected for 
training at the College, submit an application through 
the District Magistrate of his District who will for- 
ward the application with his recommendation to Air 
Headquarters (P. P. & R) Defence Headquarters P.O. 
New Delhl-11. An advance copy of the application is 
to be sent DIRECT to Air Headquarters (P. P. & R.), 
New Delhi-11 

23. Candidates when called up for Interview by the 
Air Force Selection Board or for subsequent training 
will be eligible for T.A. and D A. In accordance with 
the rules then in force. Candidates who have pre- 
viously been before the Air Force Selection Board for 
the same type of Commission [t,e, for an earlier 
NDA Course for Air Force or for an earlier G.D. 
(Pilots) Course] are not entitled to T.A. and D A. on 
subsequent occasions. 

24. Pay and allowances. pension, leave and other 
conditions of service after the grant of commission 
will be identical with those applicable from time to 
time to regular officers of the I.A.F. 

25. No candidate will normally be permitted to 
resign whilst under training. A civilian candidate who 
is not considered suitable to complete the full course of 
training may with the permission of Air Headquarters, 
be discharged. 

26. Before Joining the| college the candidate and his 
parent or guardian, will be required to sign a bond to 
the effect that, if for any reason not beyond the control 
of the candidate, he wishes to wilhdraw during train- 
ing. or falls to accent a commission, if offered, he will 
be liable to refund the whole or such portion of cost of 
tuition, food, clothing, nay and allowances as may be 
decided upon by the Government 

27. An outfit allowance at the rates and under the 
general conditions applicable at the time for each 
cadet will be placed at the disnosal of the Commandant 
of the Training Institution. The unexpended portion 
of this allowance will be:-- 

(i) handed over to the cadet on his being granted 
a commission; or 

fii) if he is not granted t> commission, refunded to 
the State 

On being granted a commission, articles of clothing 
Rnd necessaries purchased from this allowance shall 
become the personal property of the cadet. Such 
articles will, however, he withdrawn from a cadet, who 
resigns whilst under training or who is removed or 
withdrawn prior to commissioning. The articles with- 
drawn will be disposed of to the best advantage of 
the State,

3. Candidates must write the papers in their own 
hand. In no circumstances will they be allowed the 
help of an amanuensis (scribe) to write down answers 
for them. 

4. The Commission have discretion to fix qualify- 
ing marks in any or aU the subjects at the examina- 
tion. 

5. From the marks assigned to candidates In each 
subject, such deduction will be made as the Commis- 
sion may consider necessary in order to secure that 
no credit is allowed for merely superficial knowledge. 

6. Deductions up to 5 per cent, of the maximum 
marks for written subjects will be made for illegible 
handwriting. 

7. Credit will be given for orderly, effective and 
exact expression combined with due economy of words 
in all subjects of the examination. 

Standard and Syllabus of the Examination. 

The standard of these papers will approximately be 
the same as that of the Matriculation Examination. 

ENGLISH— 

Questions may be asked on any of the following: — 

(a) An exercise in composition to test a candi- 
date’s ability to write simple and grammati- 
cally correct English. 

(b) A 'Simple prose passage to be condensed by 
the candidate with the object of testing com- 
prehension and expression. 
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(c) Correction of sentences. 

(d) Reported Speech, questions and commands. 

(e) Use of simple words having similar pronun- 
ciation but different meanings and common 
phrases. 

GENERAL KNOWLEDGE AND CURRENT AFFAIRS — 

There will be two papers. 

Paper I — dealing mainly with Current Affairs and 
History. 

Paper II — dealing with Science and Geography. 

The following syllabus is designed to indicate the 
scope of each subject included in these papers. The 
topics mentioned are not to be regarded as exhaustive 
and questions on topics of similar nature not mentioned 
in the syllabus may also be asked. Candidates’ answers 
are expected to show their intelligent understanding of 
the question and not knowledge of any text book. 

Paper I 

Current events.— Knowledge of important events that 
have happened in India during the past two years. 
India’s system of Government. Important measures of 
legislation whether undertaken by the Parliament or 
State Legislatures. Broad questions of India’s policy 
relating to foreign affairs. Questions set will test the 
factual knowledge of candidates. 

World events of international importance. Important 
personalities, both Indian and foreign. Sports and 
other cultural activities of outstanding importance. 

Indian History. — Broad outline knowledge of Indian 
History. Knowledge of India’s ancient culture and 
civilization as disclosed by monuments, ancient build- 
ings and masterpieces of literature. Growth of self- 
government. Main stages in the national movement 
leading to independence. 

World History. — Elementary knowledge of major 
events In world history. Reforms or national move- 
ments such as represented bv the French Revolution, 
Industrial Revolution in the U.K., the American War of 
Independence, the foundation of U.S.S.R., World Wars 
I and II, Modern freedom movements in Asia.

SCIENCE— 

Physics. — Physical properties and states of matter 
and simple measurements of mass, weight, density and 
specific gravity, . 

Motion of object: Velocity, acceleration, force, 
gravity. 

Effects of heat, measurement of temperature, trans- 
ference of heat, change of state.

Candidates seeking admission to the examination 
must pay the following fees; — 

(I) Re. 1/. when asking for application form and 

connected documents. 

This amount should be paid to the Commission by 
Money Order. Local candidates, however, may 
pay cash at the counter. The Commission 
will not accept payment made otherwise. 

(ii) Rs. 30-8-0 Rs. 8/0/- in the case of candidates 
belonging to Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes) with the completed application form. 

Thi s amount should be paid by means of Treasury 
Receipt or CROSSED Indian Postal Orders 
payable to Secretary, Union Public Service 
Commission. The Commission will not accept 
payment made otherwise. 

2, Candidates who obtain application form etc., from 
authorities other than the Union Public Service Com- 
mission must pay Rs. 37-8-0 (Rs. 9/6/- in the case of 
candidates belonging to Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes) with the completed application form. 

3. Once an application has been considered by the 
Commission and the decision communicated to the 
candidate, no claim from the candidate for a refund 
of the fee paid by him to the Commission will ordinari- 
ly be entertained nor can this fee be held in reserve 
for any other examination or selection. If. however, 
a candidate is not admitted to the examination by the 
Commission, a refund of Rs. 30/- (Rs. 7/8/- in the 
case of candidates belonging to Scheduled Castes end 
Scheduled Tribes) will be made to him. 

A refund of Rs. 30 (Rs. 7-8-0 In the case of candidates 
belonging to Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes) 
will be made to candidates who take the examination 
and secure 30% or more marks in the aggregate of 
the written papers. No refund, however, will be made 
if a candidate is provisionally admitted to the exami- 
nation and subsequently his candidature Is cancelled 
for not fulfilling the condition(s). 
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4. The Commission may at their discretion remit the 
prescribed lee where they are satisfied that the appli- 
cant Is a bona fide displaced person from Pakistan or 
from the unliberated areas of Jammu and Kashmir 
and is not in a position to pay the prescribed fee. The 
fee of Re. 1/-, however, must he paid even by a dis- 
placed person when asking the Commission for form 
and this amount will be refundable to him if on 
receipt of his application his claim to be a displaced 
person is accepted by the Commission and his fee is 
remitted. 

5. Boys of the King George’s Schools, whose applica- 
tions are forwarded by the Principals with the recom.

APPENDIX IV 

Procedure for conducting the Physical Endurance Test 

The test will be in respect of the following: — 

(i) Vital capacity, 

(111 Exercise tolerance score, and 
(ill) Chest expansion 

Vital capacity will be measured by a wet spirometer. 
The candidate will stand with the mouth piece of the 
instrument in his right hand. His nose will be clipped 
and test will be made for any leak through the nose. 
He will then take a maximum possible breath ana 
empty his chest through the mouth piece Into the 
spirometer. Three trials will be made in each case 
and the maximum reading will be taken as total vital 
capacity in c.c. The vital capacity will be later on 
reduced to per square meter of the body surface and 
adequate corrections for temperature will be made. As 
regards the exercise tolerance test the candidate will 
be dressed in vest and shorts and will be barefooted, 
He will be made to db “baithaks” at 40 cycles per 
minute. The rhythm will be maintained bv a simple 
pendulum 22" long, frequency of its oscillations being 
40 per minute. The eferclse will be carried on till 
the candidate is exhausted or upto a maximum limit 
of 3J minutes. He will then be made to sit and pulse 
will be counted for half a minute between 60 to 00 
seconds after cessation of the exercise. Chest expan- 
sion will be taken by a special spring type measuring 
tape, The candidate will take full inspiration and 
expiration and measurements will be taken till two 
constant readings are available.
